A reasonable indepence in life, as it regards 
livelihood and position in society, demands oppor- 
tunities for a complete Academic education for 
woman.

Execution of Jennings. 
On Friday last the 2d day of September, 
ennings, who had been confined in prison 
for about 12 months, paid the forfeit of his 
life, for being engaged in the murder of Wil- 


& previous number of thé Gazette. The 
tnurder of Willard, by whipping him to death 
in open day light, in the suburb of the City, 
is regarded by every one asa most inhuman 
andcruel act. There are three others still 
in prison awaiting their trial as participants 
in the sane murder. 
_ For several days previous to his execu- 
tion, Jennings exhibited great contrition and 
eep penitence, THe was visited in prson 
often by "the Rev. Messrs. Boyakin and Van- 
deventer, who counselled, advised and pray- 
ed with him and for bim. It hud the desired 
effect, by bringig him to’ reflect upon his 
condition; that soon he was to try the reali- 
ties of another world, and if unprepared, it 
was awlul indeed. During the procrastina- 
tion of these visits, he ave vent tohis feel- 
iags, in the deepest humility, and expressed 
himself perfectly reconciled to his fate, which 
he exhibited in his last moments, as we are 
toldin the highest degree. 

An immense crowd of persons was attrac- 
ted hither by curiosity or otherwise, estima- 
ted by many, at six thousand persons, men, 
women and children, to witness the execu- 
tion, We were sot among the number. — 
an excessively warm day. 


nin, 
in writing or having it done, and had his fe 
marks delivered atthe gallows, written out 
inthe morning He parted with his wife, 
sister and brother, about ten o'clock, whe 
did not go to witness his execution. Tho 
scene is described as truly affecting and 
heart rending.. His wife and relatives clung 
to him unto death, 

On leaving the jail about twelve o'clock, 
he bade adieu first, to the prisoners, who 
wept bitterly, while Jennings Suppressed‘all 


to others engaged with me that would be satis- 
factorily to this concourse of people here as- 
sembled. Anticipating this condition of 
things, [ have, the past four or five days, 
been cooly and dispassionately reviewing the 
whole matter, and have carefully, by the aid 
ofan amanuénsis, written out the whole af- 
fair, and in the presence of six or eight gon- 
tlemen, invited to my room for that purpose, , 
read, related, and confessed the whole, —all 
that I know and didin that matter, with the 
part that all others bore in that terrible trans- 
action, and have ordered it to be published 
as soon as practicable. By that confession 
you will be putin posession of all, even the 
details of (hat transaction. 

To making that full, free, frank confession, 
J have been prompted by no ill or unkind 
feelings to mankind on earh; nor have Ll ca- 
tered to a morbid public taste, to read mar- 
velous developments, and wondrous tales of 
crime, fiom the prisoners cell. 1 have done it 
in order to relieve my own self of the pent 
up fires thatave burned in my bosom for 
the last thirteen long months, and as a sheer 
matter of justice, to myself, my family and 
my friends, and that the ends ofjustice might 
thereby, be better secured, 

That confession is my own voluntary and 
and unconstrained confession, pouring out 
thereby, the whole secret treasure of my 
heart, made without any regard to the testi- 
mony given onmy trial, whatever. The res~ 
ponsibility ofthat confession, the consequen- 
ces that may follow,and its publication ismine 
and uo body-dlse’ss Ehuve made, ond or- 
dered it to be published. To that I now re- 
fer you, * 

In reference to my mind in view of death, 
and the terrible Judgdment bar of God, [ 
have the pleasure to state to this concourse, 
that I believe that | have peace with God. 

Until some days back, my heart and feel- 
lings were all wrong—greatly wrong.— 
Christian friends here came to my. relief.-- 
They gave me propor advice, and counsel, 
told me of my sins, and told: moe of them in 
such a way as to touch, and soften my heart. 
They directed mo tothe Lamb of God,— 
Chey went with me there in their prayers.— 
1 became a penitent—bowed at the foot of 
the Cross, and honestly poured out my whole 
sonlin confession ofmy sins, and Ihave an 
assurance, inmy own boson, that God has 
forgiven me freely of all my sins, and I now 


outward eimotions, He then bid farewell to 
the jailor and his family, and expressed his 
thanks for their many acts of good treatment 
while in prison, He also expressed the same 
to the Sheriff’ He then stepped into the 
carriage, with the Sheriff, three Ministers, 
and one or vwo other persons. 

The carriage moved off slowly to the spot 
that was soon, very soon, to witness the end 
of his earthly career. One platoon of the 
Roubidoux Grays in front, and the other ‘in 
rear ofthe carriage. ‘Thousands of persons 
followed on, and thousands had alread gone 
to the place of his execution. Jennings on 
the way, conversed freely, said he was not 
prepared toseesolargeacrowd. He exhib- 
ited no fear, or trepidation, but seemed per- 
fectly calm and composed. He walked 
upon the stand with a firm and steady step, 
and stood erect without apparenly any agita- 
tionor excitement. He met death like a 
man notafraid to die, having a firm ¢onfi-| 
dence he was going to.a better world, Alter 
prayer by the Rey. Mr. Vandeventer, during 
which time he kneeled, he maintained his e- 
rect position,and rend his adidreda iin few 
strong voice, tothe immense crowd, The 
Rey. Mr. Boyakin, prayed, all of which is- 
hereto appended, when his prop was knock- 
ed from under bim, and he was hung until he 
was pronounced dead! dead ! dead! 

Rev. Mr. Vandeventer first offered in sub- 
stance the following prayer: 

Most merciful God, we are convened un- 
der solemn and awlul circumstances, in. thy 
heart searching presence on the very verge 
of eternity, and insight ofthy Judgment bar 
would we prostrate our hearts in humble fer- 
vent prayer and we desire to approach the 
throne of thy grace, only, in the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Oh God we entreat thee 
to hearus for him who in a few moments 
must be in eternity, having been arrested, 
tried and condemned for one ofthe highest 
crimes Known to Wivine or human laws, and 
hag in cousequenee thereof, been sentenced 
by ‘the powers that are ordained of God,’ to 
forfeit his own mortal existence, inthis hour, 
Oh, what an hour is this! ‘The way of the 
transgressor is hard.’ But we do thank the, 
great God, that he who must so soon pass 
into thy presence, has,not been left without 
the grace of repentence, as we humbly trust 
thathe has been enabled to review his past 
and brief history of rebellion against thy laws 
and ofthe neglect ofthy proffered grace, 
and unreserved to confess"his sins to God— 
praying for thy mercy and seeking pardon 
and salvation only through the merits of our 
Lord and saviour Jesus Christ. We thank 
thee OGod ,ofinfinite compssion, that he 
has not repented, nor called upon thee, nor 
trusted in Christin vain—that he has. been 
enabled, as he sincerely believes, to experi- 
ence redemption through the blood of Christ, 
even the forgiveness of sins, andis now at 
peace with God and all mandkind, and 10 
possession of a consoling hope of everlasting 
life. 

Oh God, be thou graciously near to him 
just now. Withdraw not the light of thy re- 
conciled countenance while all is darkoess 
‘and gloom beside. May his redeemed and 
immortal spirit find an humble resting place 
at thy right hand. And we desire to offer 
our suplications to thee in behalf of his kin- 
dred, The sufferings of parents, wife, broth- 
ér and sister, are unutlerable. Oh God, lay 
beneath them thy everlasting arm and bear 
up their sinking spirits by thy almighty grace 
for there issuccor only in thee. And Oh, 
God, we beseech thee to grant, that the ear- 
ly and awful end of him for whom we seek 
thy salvation, may be a solemn warning to 
every young man in this vast assembly, to 
beware of temptation, to vesist its first as 
'saults—to ayoid sinful and dangerous as: 
ciatious, and to shun even the appearance of 
evil, and thus may his melancholy fate be the 
means of‘warning others to ayoid the o¢ca- 
sion ofhis ruin, and may we allat last find 
thy mercy, and be prepared through grace 
for everlasting life, in Heaven, we humbly 
ask for the Redeemer’s sake. Amen,

Ea REAP A SRA 
The Largest Tree in the World. 


There isa cedar tree growing in the 
mountains, of Calaveras County, Califor- 
hia, about twenty miles north-east of Mur- 
phy’s, which ia said to be the largest tree in 
the world, A correspondent of the Sonora 
Herald, who recently made an excursion ta 
see it, thus describes it; 4 r 

‘At the prouud, its ‘citeumference was 92 
feet; four feet above that it was 83; and tea 
feet above that it was 61 feet in circumfer- 
ence; and after that the tapering of the shatt 
is very gradual. Its height, as measured by 
Capt. H., is 800 feet, but we made it but 
235, This tree is by no means a defurm- 
ity as most trees with large trunks are. Tt 
io hrdaghant dia lil pintootopuvmotey, si hile 
its enormous proportions inspire the behol~ 
der with emotions of awe and 6ublianty,.— 
Eleganceand beauty are inseparable con~ 
comitants ofits grandeur, ; 

I have said that this is the largest tree yet 
discovered in the world, It is so, The 
celebrated tree of Captain Fremont would 
have fo grow many centuries befere it could 
pretend to be called anything bul a younger, 
{t is sud that a tree was once found in Sen- 
egal, in Africa, whose trunk measured 90 
feet in circumference. But no one has ever 
been ablo to find it sincevits first discovery, 
It is called by the natives Baobah; by botan- 
ists, Adansonia digitata, But it is admitted 
that none cin be found with a ci:oumference 
greater (han 81 feet. There is a tree ia 
Mexico called the Taxodum, which js said) (o 
be 117 feet in circumference; but some have 
said that it is formed by the union of several 
trees, The height of all these foreign trees is 
not move jn any case, than 70 feet; and none 
of the trumhy are more than ten feet. 

The age ofthis mamoth cedar of Califor- 
nia, ifeach zone'may be reconed one year, 
is about 2,520. years, A section of the 
wood which U brought hone iy jth me, exclu- 
sive of the sap, whichis but inte more than 
one inch thick, numbers about fourteen 
zones or grainstothe inch. Atthattwe, if 
it were permitted to grow, it would incretuy 
its diameter one-seventh of on inch in every 
year, In 84 years its diameter would be 
increased one foot; in 8L0 years 10 fee(—so 
(hat it would then be 40 fect in diameter and 
120 feet in circumference. 

This giant of the woods and of the: world 
isto be flayed literally, ‘Che patriotic procesa 
has already, commenced. We understand 
that the bark which at the base is about It 
inches thick, is to be taken off in sections to 
the height of 50 feet, and sent tv the World's 
Pair in the city of New York.

Inthe. vineyard district of France, Spain and 
other vine-growing countries, the medical proper- 
ties of the grape are well known and highly pri- 
zed.

No 
min who has any taste for the retired tranquility 
of Agricultural pursuits, or the lovely beauty and 
enchantirig Landscape of Grove and Prairie, could, 
fas) ta he ploscad with enma of the numerous sit- 
nations on @ gently undulating surface beside our 
fine spring, where the earth yields her delicious 
fruits ‘in rich profusion, or on the gentle declivi- 
ties or towering bluffs that overlook the . rolling 
waters ‘of the majestic Missouri, Much might be 
said in commendation of the homes in these de- 
lightfal regions. Their central position on the 
route pointed out by nature for the Great line of 
railroad connecting the commerce of the East with 
the. West, the. proverbially salubrious charac- 
ter of the Platte country, its picturesque Jand- 
scapes, its inexhaustible fertility andits delicious 
fruits, are sufficient to render them peculiarly de- 
sirable. 

To aid those who are selecting sites and build- 
ing, we cifer the following hints from Ranlet’s 
Roral Architceture: 

In providing, a dwelling, several considera- 
tions are important and should be allowed- 
to bave their proper influence on all conclu- 
sions touching the enterprize. This topicincludes 
suburban, and country residences. 

3. Srrvatios.—A suborban residence combines, 
to some extent, the advantages and pleasures of 
city, and country life, but does not contain those 
of either to the fall. A country residence affords, 
to the intelligent mind and dilligent hand, pleas- 
ures and profits which are unknown in exelusive city 


ily than in any other. The north never has full 
sanshino, hence it is the coldest, snows lie the 


‘drying. Tn all these respects, eastern and western 
aspects have a medium between the north and 
south. The view has, in the morning, objects to 
the east, in the shade, to tho wost, in the light, to 
the north and south, in a combination of light 
and shade; but in the evening, the light and shade 
are roversed. At mid-day the objecs to-the'south, 
are in the shade, and in the light to thenorth, and 
to the east and west, in light and shade combined. 
And a view is always greatly beautified by a stroam 
or sheet of water. 7 

The seaside is much resorted to for the henefit 
of sea-air and sea-batling, also for the luxuries 
of the soa. It generally has a milder tomporature 
than regions distant from water, Theshores of a 
lake or river afford most’ of the advantages of the 
seaside, There are great convenices in being 
near creek or brook, if no larger water can be at- 
tained; and in the absence of all these, an artifi- 
cial pond may be formed in almost any place 
where the qualities of the earth are such as to re- 
tain water, which most earths will do. A pond 
is oasily formed by excavating to the desired ox- 
tent and depth, across any place where the water 
flows in a stream after a shower, ang throwing a 
dam across, by the earth which is removed. Tho 
sediment will soon enable it to retain a good sup- 
ply of water in most kinds of earth. 

A good supply of pure water ig yory important 
to health and comfort; and should in all cases, be 
secured in tho selection of a site or the construc- 
tion of the buildings. In the absence of springs 
and common wells, a tolerable supply of the pur- 
est water—except distilleg—may be obtained by 
good cistérns. A cistery, well constructed and 
properly protected by a house and other shade, 
and filled only in cold weather—in part with snow 
and ice if conveniént—affords very good water for 
drinking through,the summer evon without ice. It 
is estimated that 100 square yards of roof will af- 
ford 18,700 gallons of water annually. If water 
gamnot be obtained by the ordinary process of dig- 
ging, orif it should be bad, a good supply can of- 
ten be obtained by an Artesan well, i. e., a shaft 
or tube of metal sank to any necessary depth by 
boring, even through strata containing water; 
through which the water will rise to the surface, 
if the source of its supply snould be sufficiently 
high, which is often the case. 

The scenery around a dwelling is well worthy of 
particular attention. It is important that a situ- 
ation should haye as much of natural beauty ad 
possible—a natural seene may, however, be groat- 
ly improved by art, and materially changed by 
much time and expense. Trees are very desira- 
ble for their shade and the beauty of their compo- 
sition with the architectural features of the scene; 
but they should not be so thick as to produce 
dampness, nor so situated as to prevent a distinct 
view of the edifice. In distant views, tastes difer; 
some preferrring them to be visible from the dwel- 
ling, end others wishing them to be seen only by 
a short walk from the house, which may be ren- 
dered pleasaut by any improvement and interest- 
ing by changing the scene.

Then 
the house sank befure him, still he was digni- 
fied, and wonderful as was his eloduence it 
was attended with this important effect, thut 
it possessed every one with a conviction that 
there was something in him finer, than his 


life.. A situation should be seleeted with due re- 
spect to the employment of the proprietor, and 
tho intended style of architectare, if it has previ- 
ously been determined. 

Health is the most‘important consideration, in 
the sclection of a situation. In a country like 
ours, affording every variety of surface, soil and 
climate, different principles are brought into ac- 
tion indifferent parts. In all climates, currents 

_ and eddies of sir, excessive heat of the sun, and 
the malaria of swamps, marshes and impure ponds 
and streams, should be avoided or guarded against, 
though ticy are less huztfel in some latitudes than 
they are in others. A current or draft of air of- 
ten produces “colds” when the wind uncorstrain- 
ed:is perfectly salubrious: to avoid such effects 
therefore, a dwelling should not be placed in a 
narrow vale nor at the head of a hollow.. To a- 
void the injurious gases which often accumulate 
in eddies of air, a residence should not be situa- 
ted to tlic leeward of abrapt hills or corses; and 
+) ayoid malaria, a dwelling which is necessarily 
in the yieinity of its source, should be to the wind- 
ward; considering the prevailing course of the 
wind in the warm season, which is generally from 
the southward, in this country, unless -varied by 
local causes. Low situations should be avoided 
on account of fogs and humidity; and very high 
ones, relatively considered, are found to be less 
salubrious than those of medium elevation. 

* Soil is an item of some importance, especially 
where gardens and farm-lands are centemplated ; 
but a good sud-soilis more important, being essen- 
tial to the vigorous growth of trees, and incapa- 
ble of improvement, while the soil may bei 
ed to any extent by artifical means. 

A farm house should be accessible to all parts 
of the farm, if health will allow it: On this de- 
pends much of the convenience of carrying on the 
farming operations; hence a. want of it often costs 
much sacrifice. It should be convenient tothe 
road; but there is a very great lack of taste and 
propriety in placing itin immediate contiguity to 
the line of the road, or separated hy only a very 
smal! yard, asis often done. AJarge yard should 
be the least space allowed to intervene; and if the 
house could be approached by a well im- 
proved avenue, either straight or 
through a graceful campus, it would be still bet- 
ter taste.
